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Preface 


By establishing certain synchronisms, ir has been 
shown, here, that out of 1128 hymns of Rgveda 114 
hymns have been composed during Rama-period i. e. 
during the period covered by those five generations 
which would be remesented by Rama Dasttrathi and 
four generations just preceding him. Out of the remai¬ 
ning hymns 48 are composed during Pre-Rama period. 
101 during Post-Rama period, 23 during Mahabharata 
period and 82 are doubtful or unassigned. A study of 
all the Rsis has been made, one bv one, MandjJa-wLse 
and an attempt has been made to fix up the chrono¬ 
logical position of each and every ]jsi of the Rgveda . 

The results, at present, are meant to be tenta¬ 
tive. Only points are noted and no attempt at 
elaboration is made. It a second edition is called 
forth attempt will be made to check up anti verify 
all the references (which has not been possible now) 
and to elaborate tne points which are merely 
noted now. 

However, the conclusions reached here, show 

(1) that it is possible to assign more than 90 per 
cent hymns of the present Rgveda to definite periods 

(2) that the present Rksamhita is a collection of 
hymns composed by the Angir*'* family or those 

vit 



families which were intimately related by marriage 
ties with the Angira family, (3) that these Vedic 
£sis had connections with the kings of both the 
Solar and Lunar branches and therefore Pargiter’s 
hypothesis that the Rgveda originated with the 
M&navas etc is incorrect, and (4) that the extent of 
Aryan settlement in tne Rgvedic days was from 
Tibet to the Narmada and from Surastra and Punjab 
to Assam. 

It is regretted that owing to the inconvenience 
of the Press, uniformity in types is not maintained. 
The symbols R, PR etc are printed in italics as well 
as in ordinary types but they mean the same thing. 
On pp. 84-5 names have had to be printed without 
diacritical marks.

CHAPTER ONE 


SYNCHRONISMS 


is well-known, along with the Rgveda are 
preserved Anukramayjs. These have preserved for 
us the names of the rsis i. e. the composers of 
the various hymns of Rgveda, For every sftkta or 
hymn, the AnuhamaTis give the name of its r§i 
and there are about 400 such rsis. If we can know 
when these rsis lived, we can know the time of the 
composition of the Rgveda . In the following pages 
I shall try to fix the chronological position of each 
of these rsis and thus try to arrive at the age when 
these suktas were composed. 

For this purpose, I shall first establish certain 
synchronisms and then take up rsis, one by one, and 
apply the results of these synchronisms to them. 

I shall start with a story which Pargiter 1 has 
narrated thus: 2

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“The re were two rishis Brhaspati and Ins elder 
brother, who is called Ucathya in tLie V edarthadlpika 
(on RV. VI. 52) and Brhaidevam (iv, 11-15), Utath- 
ya in the Mohabharata . Usaja in the Brahma?da and 
Matsya and As'ija or Asija (but sometimes Usija) m 
the Vayu. Utathya is a very common variant for 
Ucathya, and Asija a mistake for Usija. Tnese are 
therefore two distinct names, Ucathya and Usija, and 
it will be shown further that Ucathya is the correct 
name of this rishi. He had a wife Mamata, and their 
son was Dirghatamas, who was born blind. Brhaspati 
is said to have consorted with her and his son was 
Bharadv^ja. That there was a rishi Dirghatamis 
Aucathya Mamateya ‘son of Ucathya and Mamata 
who was blind is proved by the Rigveda and that 
there was also a rishi Bharadvaja son of Brhaspati 
is asserted by Survanukramani in ascribing many 
hymns in book VI to him. 

“This story continues with Dirghatamas. 1 He 
lived in his paternal cousin’s hermitage, whom the 
Purapas apparently call S'aradvant, but indulged in 
gross immorality or misbehaved towards the wife 
of the younger Autathya (Aucathya) 9 Hence he was 
expelled and set adrift m the Ganges. He was carried 
downstream to the eastern Anava kingdom and was 
there welcomed by king Bali. This incident finds 
support in the Rigveda (I, 154, 3-5) where he speaks

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of having Ixen delivered from bodilv Iurt and from 
dangers in the rivers. There Cirghatamas married 
the queen's S'udra nurse and had Kaksivant and other 
sons; and at Bali’s desire begot on the queen Sudespa 
five sons Anga, Vanga, Kalinga, Puridra and Suhma, 
who were called the Baleya ksatra and also Baleya 
brahmanas. This is strange yet not improbable 
for brahmanas did render such services. Afterwards 
he gained his sight and assumed the name Gotama 
or Gautama.’* 

Pradhan relates 1 the last portion thus, which is 
correct, Pargiter’s version being loose and less exact. 

“In the Mahabharafa (1, 113 ch) it is related 
in interesting detail that the Rgvedic rsi Dirghatama 
Mamateya, after being thrown into the Ganges was 
rescued by the Ksatriya king Vali who took the r$i 
to his house and, accordihg to the custom of Niyo- 
ga then prevalent in the Aryan society, requested 
the rsi to raise progeny in the queen. The queen 
disliked the old poet, but being afraid of her hus¬ 
band ordered her maid servant to go to the poet 
(whom Br^addevata calls Us'ik) Accordingly the fa¬ 
mous Kaksivant, the author of Rgveda I, 116-126 etc. 
was born Being apprised of the fact that the queen 
did not go to the rsi, the king V ili ordered her 
again to approach him. This time the queen obeyed 
and Anga and other brothers were born.” 

I must add that according to this story Brhas- 
pati approached Mamata, the wife of Utathya, when

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she was pregnant . 1 Already she bore a child by 
Utathya. This was Dlrghatama. And both Dlrghatama 
and Bharadvaja were born of Mamata, afcer Brbas- 
pati cohabited with her. Therefore Dirghtama may 
be called Autathya and Mamateya and Bharadvaja 
may be called Barhaspatya and Mamateya. Pradhan 
has also shown 2 that in the Rgveda Bharadvaja calls 
himself Vajineya and this would mean that Mamata 
haa another name Vajini. 

Tnis establishes that there were two rsis 
Bharadvaja and Dlrghatam^, both brothers, born of 
the same mother but of two different fathers. That 
this story is historically true is proved by the fact 
that both these are authors of {Igvedic hymns 3 and 
both are referred to as such in the Sarvanukramani 
and in the hymns themselves 4 . 

Now Bharadvaja in his compositions says that 
he had received gifts from a king named Divodasi, 5

Let us, therefore, 
see who this Divodasa was and when he flourished. 

Pradhan has admirably shown that Divodasa, 
who is often called Atithigva in the RQvsda was 
the same as Divodasa, the king of Ka’s-i. He has 
shown how cne Kasri king Divodasa is described in 
the Pursuits as the son of Vadhryas'va and how even 
in Rgveda this Divodasa is called the son of Vadh¬ 
ryas'va. 1 According to Ftgveda this Divodasa won a 
decisive victory over Sumbara. 2 Now 1 am ay an a 
also records this fight in the following verses.

It is said here that Dasuratha went as an ally 
of Devaraja (Divodasa) in a battle against S'ambara. 
This S'ambara’s personal name was Timidhvaja. He 
tuled m the Dandaka forest, with his capital at 
Vaijayanta. It was, by the way, in this battle that 
Dasiaratha had given two boons to Kaikeyi.

This contemporaneity of Divodasa and Dasaratha 
is supported by the fact, as is shown by Pradhan, 
that Mayavati the wife of S'ambara was the sister of 
Mandodarl the wife of Ravana, 1 who was Dasaratha's 
contemporary. 

According to the PuraVas , this Divodasa nad a 
sister named Ahalya, who was purified by Sri Rama. 2 
This also proves that Divodasa was Dasaratha’s 
contemporary. Again this Ahalya was married to 
£>aradvant, who was the cousin of Dirghatamas as 
has been said earlier. And Dirghatama’s brother 
Bharadvaja was Divodasa’s purohita. Therefore also 
Dasaratha and Divodasa were contemporaries. 

In Ramayana, it is stated that Pratardana, the 
king of Kasi came to greet Rama on the occasion of 
his coronation. (VII, 38, lr). This Pratardana was 
the son of Divodasa. Therefore also, Divodasa and 
Dasraratha were contemporaries. 

Again, Rama going on his exile had stayed for 
a night at the Ashrama of this Bharadvaja at Pra- 
yaga. {Ram, II, 89th, 23). In JR am be is called 
devapurohita, and all the commentators explain this

as his being the son of Brhaspati, who was deva- 
purohita. Thus, this also supports the same syn¬ 
chronism. 

This establishes that Divodasa was a contempo¬ 
rary of Dasaratha the father of S'ri Rama. 

Now jusc as Bharadvaja received gifts from 
Divodasa, so did he receive gifts from a king named 
Prastoka. 1 Tnis Prastoka is described as the son of 
Srnjaya. 2 Since Bharadvaja received gifts from Divo¬ 
dasa and Prastoka, these two were contemporaries. 

Again, we know that the winner of the Dasa- 
rajna battle was Sudas, the son of Pijavana. 3 Pija- 
vana was the son of Srnjaya. 4 And Srnjiya, the 
father of Pijavana and Prastoka, was the son of 
Devav&ta. 5 Thus Prastoka was the uncle of Sudas, 

Therefore, Divodasa, Sudas and Prastoka were 
Das'aratha’s contemporaries. So also, Bharadvaja who 
received gifts from these, was Das'aratha’s contem¬ 
porary. Naturally, therefore, Dirghatama, the brother 
of Bharadvaja, also was Das'aratha’s contemporary.

Now, I shall talk of some other important 
synchronisms. 

In the Paurava branch of the Candravaiiis'a, there 
was a king named Matinara. He had a son named 
Tamsu and a daughter named Gauri. This Tamsu 
had married Yama's daughter Him. By her Tamsu 
had a son named Dharmanetra. Dharmanetra had a 
son by Upadanvi, named Dusyanta. 1 

Matinara’s daughter Gauri was married to 
Yuvanas'va of the Iksvaku Dynasty. Yuvanas'va had, 
by Gauri, a son named Mandhata. 2 Thus we get 
the following table,

son whs Marurta . 1 Purmas record about this 
Marutta that he had adopted Paurava Dusyanta . 2 

In the Vais'aU line there was another Marutta. 
His father was Aviks’t, and grandfather was Karand- 
hama This Karandhama had a priest named Angiras. 
This Angiras had two sons Briaspati and Snmvarta, 
Marutta Aviksit requested Brhaspati to be his priest, 
but the latter refused saying he was already the 
Purohita of Indra. Therefore, Samvarta became the 
priest of Marutta. Later, Marutta married his daugh¬ 
ter to Samvarta. 3 

Brhaspati as we have seen, had a brother Utathya. 
This Ucathya's wife Mamita, as we have seen, give 
birth to Bharadvaja and Dirghatama. Now, Dusynnta 
had by S'ukuntala. a son named Bharata. Tnis Baarata 
was coronated (Amdra Mahabhiseka) by Dirghatama . 4 
Later this Bharata adopred Bharadvaja Barhaspatya 
as his son . 5 This Bharadvaja’s son Vidatha or Vitatha

Now, as we have seen, Dirghatama, after lit* 
retired became Gotama or Gautama. His cousin 
S'aradvant was also a Gautama. This Saradvant 
had married Ahalya, who was purified by Rama. 
Ahalya’s descent is as under. 

In Paurava family, there was a king named 
Ajamidha. This Ajamidha, by Nilini, had a son 
named Santi. Santi’s son was Susanti. Susanti’s son 
was Purujanu. Purujanu’s son was Trkfa, whose son 
was Bhrmyasva. Bhrmyasva’s son was Mudgala. This 
Mudgala had married Indrasena, the daughter of Nala 
Nais idha (famous Nala of Nalopakhyana). Mudgala 
had Vadhryasrva as his son and this Vadhrya va, as 
we have seen, had, by Menaka a son named Divodstsa 
and a daughter named Ahulya. 1 The table will stand 
thus:

CHAPTER TWO

(their chronological position) 

“—but when hymns are ascribed to truly historical rishis, 
none are earlier than Vis’vamitra.” A1HT p. 312 Pargiter 

Jn this chapter, I shall consider the case of each 
of the rsis and try to fix up their chronological 
position. In so doing I shall assign the rsis to one 
of the following periods: (1) Rama-period = R, 
(2) Pre-Rama-period = PR , (3) Post-Rama period = 
PRP, (4) Mahabharata period — Mbti. Some cases I 
shall mark as doubtful ( = D) and some cases I shall 
leave unmarked meaning that there is no indication 
to assign them to any of the above periods. In 
Chapter III, Note 1, I have explained the terms 
Rama-period etc. 

For the sake of convenience and economy of 
space, I have not started with the First but with 
the Second Masala. I have placed the First Maijdala 
before the Tenth. 

Details about a rsi are given in that Mandala, 
where his name occurs first. If he occurs in subse¬ 
quent Mandalas also he is not treated there. I have 
noted the numbers of ali the suktas composed by a 
particular i‘si, against ;his name where it occurs 
first. 
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An alphabetical Index of all the rsis is put at 
the end of the Volume.

MANDALA II 

1. Grtsamada: (II, 1-3; 8-26; 30-43. IX, 86, 
46-48.) R 

Regarding Grtsamada I quote Pradhan {chronology 

of Ancient India p. 27): 

“Now it is stated in the Mahabharata (XIII, 30, 
58-59j) that the son of this Bhargava Vltahavya was 
thaj ianloSs I Grtsamada whose appearance was like 
drh^l of Indra and who was assaulted by the Daityas 
thought him to be Indra himself. It is stated 
that his^compositions preserved in the Rgveda were 
among the very best. 

“From the Sarvanukramalti of Katyayana, Sa- 
yana quotes (on II, 1) “that Grtsamada who was the 
son of S'unahotra of the Angiras family and who 
entered the B1 rgu family by being a S^aunaka saw 
the second Masala.” 

“It is related in the Brhaddevata (IV, 66-69) that 
Grtsamada having applied himself to austerity, look¬ 
ed like Indra. Then two Daityas of terrible prow¬ 
ess, Dhuni and Cumuri, thinking him to be Indra 
himself, fell upon him, armed. Then being aware of 
their intention, the rsi glorified Indra who being 
pleased by the hymns of Grtsamada killed the two 
Daityas... Grtsamada is also described in the Brhad -

i l^vata IIV, 78) us the sun of J>“unahotru ami us ,1 
Bnargava in the <S 'uthkhavuua lirulimaita (XXII, 4). 

“From the Fi&veda we collect the following point<■ 
about Grtsamada- 

(i) Grtsamada was the son of S'unuhotrn (II, 
41, 14 and 17). 

(ii) He mentions S'ambara as having been found 
in the maintains after a long search of forty years. 
(II, 12, 11). 

(iii) He speaks of S'ambura’s hundred very old 
cities as having been rent by Indra (II, 14, 161 . 

(tv) He says that Indra rent the ninety-nine 
cities of S'ambara in favour of Divodfisa (II, 19, <>). 

(v) He says that the two Asuras Cumuri and 
and Dhuni were killed by Indra in favour of the 
royal seer Dabhiti and that even the door-keeper 
of Dabhiti obtained the enemies’ gold. (II, 15, 9 ).” 

Thus we find that Grtsamada knew of the 
exploits of Divodasa. He, in his hymns refers to 
S'ambara, Devodiisa, Dhum, Cumuri and others. There¬ 
fore, he was either a contemporary of Divodasa or 
:i little later than him. 

S'unahotra, the father of Grtsamada was the sun 
of Bharadvaja, the son of Brhaspati. 

For these reasons Grtsamada belongs to Rani i- 
period *

As Grtsamada, though originally an A^girasa, 
had become a B1 argavn, this Somaiuti, whose four 
hymns are included here, was a descendent of 
Grtsamada. He refers to * Gartsamadah ’ m II, 4,9 
and therefore, seems to belong to Rama-period. 

N. B. Thus all the three rsis of this Mindala 
belong to Rama-period and therefore all the hymns 
( 43 m all ) were c imposed during Rama-period.

MANDALA III

Visvamitra, the author of these hymns was, 
according to the Anubaman , the son of Gathi. In 
the Pur^nas his father’s name is spelt as Gadhi. 
Gadhis father was Kus'anabha and Ku^anabha’s 
father was Kus>a. Therefore, Viswamitra is often 
called Kausika. 

He is a famous rsi. In Ramaymxa be is conn¬ 
ected with Dasaratha ahd Rama. In Aitareya Brah - 
may a he is connected with Hariscandra and R >hita 
(33,4. p. 896 ). In the PuraJus he is connected 
with Satyavrata Trisranku, the father of Hariscandra. 



{Hr i, 13). In Rgveda he calls himself a contemporary 
of Sudas Paijavana (III, 53, 9-111 and refers to 
S’ambara in III, 47.4. 

Thus he belongs to Rama-period. 

It is possible to argue that all these hymns may 
not be by the same Visvamitra. It is true that there 
have been more than one person of the same name. 
But the Anukramcriis always distinguish between 
such persons. Atri is called simply Atri, Atri 
Bhauma and Atri S^mkhya. Brhaspati is distinguished 
as Brhaspati Angirasa and Brhaspati Laukya. And 
generally it is the practice to name a rsi as the son 
of so and so. This Visvamitra is called Visvamitra, 
the son of G^thl. Atri is called Atri Bhauma i. e. 
the son of Bhami. Bharadvaja is called B$rhaspatya. 

We know of only one rsi named Grtsamada and 
only one rsi named Vamadeva and therefore there 
should be no difficulty in taking them to be the 
authors of the hymns which are ascribed to them. 

Visvamitra, the son of Gathi is also one. In 
many of the hymns ascribed to this Visvamitra, 
Kus'ikas are mentioned. Internal style also shows 
the author to be the same for several hymns. For 
instance 12 hymns—30-32, 34, 36, 38, 39, 43, 48-50 

—end with the same rca S'unam huvema.SaSjitam 

dhananam. 

Thus all the hymns ascribed to Visvamitra are 
likely to be his. 

To Vasistha are ascribed 102 hymns out of 104. 
But internal evidence for common authorship is, 
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here, clear. In 85 out of 102 hymns, the retrain at 
the end of the hymn is yQyam pata svastibhih sada 
nah. And Vasistha is distinguished as Maitravarutja. 

Thus these 102 hymns are also by one and the same 
author. 

2. Rsabha Vaisrvamitra (III, 13; 14; IX, 71) R, 

He is uie son ol Visrvamitra Gathman. 

3. Kata Vaisvamitra (III, 17-18) R . 

He is also the son of Visrvamitra. 

4. Utkila Katya (III, 15-16) R. 

He is tne son of Kata above. 

5. Gathi Kaus'lka (III, 10-22) R . 

Gathi or Gaim as noted above is Visrvamitra y s 
father. 

6. Devavata Bharata (III, 23. jointly with Deva- 
s'rava Boarata) I?. 

Devavata as we have seen in Ch. I, is the fattier 
of Srnjaya (the father ol Prastoka) and Pijavaua 
ithe father of Sudas). As we have seen both Srnjaya 
and Sudas were the contemporaries of Divodasa. 
Therefore this Devavata belongs to Rama-period. 

Devavata is described as the son of Bharata. It 
is said that Bharata had three sons Devavata, Deva- 
srava and Aswamedha. Who this Bharata was is not 
known, but it seems almost certain that the Bha- 
ratas who are often referred to in the Rgveda are 
the descendents of this Bharata and not the descen- 
dents of Bharata Dausyanti. Bharata, the son of 
Dusyanta had no son and he had adopted Baarad- 
vaja as his son. 
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Tins BharaiVs descendents are Devavata, Deva- 
saava, As'vamedha (his sons); Srajaya (his grandson), 
Prastoka, Sahadeva and Pijavana (his great grand¬ 
sons) and Sudas Paijavana (his great great-grandson). 
It seems that even Divodasa was related in some 
manner to Devavata (CAIp 86ff) And all these kings— 
Devavata, Asrvamedha, Srnjrya, Prastoka, Sahadeva, 
Sudas and Divouasa had patronised Rgvedic rsis like 
Visvamitra, Vasistha, Bharadvaja. They themselves 
are the authors of Rgvedic hymns, 

7. Devasrava Bharat i (III, 23, jointly with 
Devavata Bharata) R. 

He is the brother of Devavata above. 

8. Ghora Angirasa (III, 36, 10 only one rca) R. 

Who this Ghora was is not known. As he is a 
joint author with V srvamitra Gathinah he must have 
been bis contemporary, most probably a senior con¬ 
temporary. 

Ka^va, the author of RVT t 36-43; IX, is 
called Ghaura i. e. the son of Ghora. He seems t° 
be the son of this Ghora. Again Pragatha Kaijva 
is the author of VIII, 1, 1-2; 10, 48; 62-65. 
About him Sayapi VIII, 1) says that he 

was the son ot Ghora Angirasa and thus was a 
younger brother of Kajtva. But as Kanva later 
adopted him, he i. e. Pragatha came to be known 
as Pragatha Kanva (see Pragatha), 

Now Kanva Ghaura refers to Medhyatithi who 
is his son and Medhyatithi reiers to Suuas in VIII. 
33, 3.

Thus Ghoru belongs to Rama-period. 

9. Prajapati Vais'vamitra (hi, 38; 54-56; IX, 
101, 13-16) li. 

He seems to bo a son or a descendent of Viswa- 
mitra. He is a joint author of IX,101 with Andhigu 
SySyasva, Yayati Nahusa, Nahusa, Manava and Mann 
Samvarapa and all these are contemporaries (see 
further ch. Ill, Note 2). If so he belongs to Rama- 
period as Andhigu the son of S'yavasfva definitely 
belongs to this period. However see these rsis also. 

10. Prajapati Vacya (III, 38; 54-56; IX, 84; 
101, 13-16) R. 

Who this r 5 i was is not known, He is the son of 
Vak. Vak, the daughter of Ambhrna is the autho¬ 
ress of X, 125. See Prajapati Vaisvamitra and for 
reasons mentioned under Prajapati Vais'vamitra, this 
Prajapati also may belong to Rama-period. 

It is also likely that there was no Prajapati 
Vaisvamitra. 

11. Kusika Aisiratha (HI, 31) R. He refers to 
Sarama (6) and Angira. 

N. B, All the rsis (10) and ail the hymns (62) 
in this Maidala belong to Rama-period. 

M AND ALA IV 

1. Vamadeva Gautama (IV, 1-17; 18, 2-3, S-13; 
19-41; 45-48). 

“ Vamdeva was a well-known Angirasa rishi as 
the genealogy says. (Vs, 59, 90, 101; Mt. 145, 104; 
196, 4, 35—6.) Hymns ascribed to him show he was 
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.1 1 Gautama ’ ami refer to Dirghatamas ( IV, 4, 13).” 
[AIHT, p. 222). 

In Ramaya-ta it is clearly stated that Vamadeva 
was Das’aratha’s rtvik see, 

(I. 6. 4.) Vamdeva is often mentioned in Rcimayana. 

In his hymns Vamadeva refers to Sambara (IV, 
26, 3). Divodasa (IV, 26, 3; IV, 30, 20), Srnjtya 
Daivavata (IV, 15, 4), Somaka Sahadevya (IV, 15, 

1 —10), Kutsa Arjuneya (IV, 26, 1, IV, 30,4), Brhaspati 
ASgirasa (IV, 40 1) Kaksivanta (IV, 26, 1) and Rjisva 
Vaidathin (IV. 16, 13-18), 

Kaksivanta is the son or Dirghatamas and Rjis'- 
va is the son of Vidatha, the son of Bharadvaja 
Barhaspatya. Both these are Rgvedic rsis. 

Thus Vamdeva belongs to Rama-period. (IV, 18 
is supposed to be jointly by Vamadeva, Indra and 
Aditi). 

2. Trasidasyu Paurukutsyah (IV, 42; V, 27; IX 
110) R. 

Trasadasyu is called the son of Purukutsa Ac¬ 
cording to Pura&as Purukutsa was the son of M^n- 
dhata, the famous Aiksavaku king, by his wife 
Bindumati. Mandhata belongs to Rama-period. (See 
Mandhata). But Sayana, at one place, has called 
Purukutsa to be the son of one Durgaha. He relies 
on the following rca.

I note the following for the chronoio posi¬ 

tion of this Trasadasyu, who is a R'vedic rsi. Puru¬ 
kutsa is referred to in the Rgveda by Kutsa Afigirasa 
(I 112, 7) and Agastya (I, 174, 2), Trasadasyu is 
referred to by Vasistha (VII, 19, 3), Sadhvariisa 
Kanva ( VIII, 8 21 ), Sobhari Kanva (VIII, 19, 36), 
Syavasva (VIII, 36, 7; VIII, 37, 7) and Paktha (VIII, 
50, 10). Trasadasyavas are referred to by Sobhari 
(VIII, 19, 32, VIII, 20, 2 and 8). 

Lastly, Trasadasyu is a joint author of RV. V, 
27 with Trayyaru^a Traivrsna and Asfvamedha the 
son of Bharata. Now Trayyaruna is the grand father 
of Hariscandra and is directly connected with VisWa- 
mitra Gathmah (Hr. I, 13) Bharata the father of 
Asvamedha is also the father of Devavata, the author 
of RV III, 23. 

Thus Trasadasyu belongs to Rama—period. 

3. Ajamilha Sauhotra (IV, 43-44. jointly with 
Purumilha, which see) R or PR 

4. Purumilha Sauhotra (IV, 43-44, jointly with 
Ajamilha Sauhotra.) R or PR. 

In the Puranas Ajamilha and Purumilha are 
brothers and are named as the sons of Hastin. In one 
place Hastin is called the son of Suhotra. Ajamilha, 
according to the Puranas, is some seven steps higher 
than Divodasa. 



One Purumdtva is said to have been a contempo¬ 
rary of S'yavas'va (Sayana on V, 61b There, 

Purumilha is called a brother of Taranta from whom 
Syavas'va recieved gifts. 

One Purumilha is r^erred co by Dirghatama 
(I, 151, 2) and Agastya (I, 1*3, 5). 

As Purumilha nnci Ajamilha are joint authors 
here, they are those who are put by the Puratjtas at 
the seventh step above Divodasa. Therefore, m our 
lauguage both of them will belong to Pre-Rama 

period. However see Purumilha Angirasa (VIlI, 7 ). 

N. B.—All the rsis of this Mapdala except 

Ajamilha and Purumilha, who have composed two 
hymns, belong to Rama-period and therefore 46 out 
of 48 hymns are composed during Rama-period. 

Ajamilha and Purumilha are not far removed from 
Vamatieva and they may even belong to Rama-period, 
(be^ Purumilha Angirasa).

In this Mandate, I have put rsis of the same

Anukramd'Jl differentiates between two Atris 
this Atri and Atri Samkhya the author of X, 143. 
Pura-.as put one Atri as the manasa son of Svaya- 
mbhuva Manu. This Atri was the father of Soma, 
whose grandson the famous Pururavas was. 
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Next is this Atri Bhauma i. Atn the son of 
Bhumi. This Atri refers to Kaksivanta in V, 41,5 
and therefore belongs to Ratna—period. He is also 
a joint author in IX, 67 and 86, with six other 
rsis for which see Ch III. Note 2. In X. 86 he is 
joint author with Grtsamada, which makes him his 
contemporary. According to RatnayaVa he had his 
Ashrama just on the outskirt of the Dapdaka forest 
and R ma had stayed at his Ashrama for a night 
just before entering the Dandakas. His wife was the 
famous AnasUya. His position is thus fixed. 

Sita is calle 1 Bhaumi. Naraka of Kamarupa is 
also called Bhauma. I have suggested elsewhere 
(see my Puranic chronology p. 225 ff) that this Naraka 
was the son of Janaka by a nurse named B’ ti.ni 
and therefore likely to be Sita’s brother. Can this 
Atri be the son of the same Bh&mi ? 

2. Budha Atreya (V, 1 jointly with Gavisthira 
Atreya) R 

The auothor of X, 101 is called Budha Saumya 
i. e. the son of Soma. Therefore this Budha who 
is called Atreya is distinct from Budha the son of 
Soma and father of Pururavas. This Budha Atreya 
is a joint author with Gavisthira and as Gavisthira 
( which see) belongs to Rama-period, this Budha 
also belongs to Rama period. 

One Budha is mentioned in Rantalam as a 
contemporary of Marutta Aviksit, who beltings to 
Rama-period. This Budha ruled in Bahli country, 
was the son of Prajapati Kardama and had a son 
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named S'as'abmciu, He later settled m Madliyadesn. 

( Ram VIL 87,3 ) 

3 Gwisthmi Atreya ( V. 1 jointly with Bud ha 
Atreya. ) R 

In Pur'anas Gavisthira is called a son or 
a descendent of Dutta Atreya. Dutta Atreya was a 
contemporary of Sahasrarjuna Kartavirya, i. e. of 
Parasurama Bhargava A1HT p. 2 2v>. Therefore 
Gavisthira belongs to Rama-period. 

It is likely if Bud vi and Gavisthira were brothers. 

4. Kuraara Atreya f V, 2 jointly with Vrsa 
Jana. ) R 

Sayana on V, 2, quoting from Satyavana Brahmdna 
and TaVdya Bruhmana gives the following story. 

There was a king Tryaruna Traivrsna A^ksvMca. 
His Purohita was Vrs'a Jana. Once when Trvaruna 
was going out in a chariot, Vrsa drove tiie chariot. 
Kumara who was playing on the road was killed by 
the chariot. So the question arose who was respon¬ 
sible for the death, the owner or the driver of the 
chariot. They referred the question to the ‘Iksavakus 
and their verdict was that the driver was responsible. 
So Vrsa, by Vrsa Samn, revived Kumara. In TaVdya 
Vrsa is called Trasadasyu’s Purohita 

All this means that Kumara Atreya was a 
contemporary of Vrsa Jana, Trayy^runa and Trasa- 
dasyu. In the Sukta (V. 2,7) S' unahsepa is referred to. 
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Thus Kumara Atreya belonged to Rama-period.

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He refers to Kutsa and S'usija ( V, 31, 7-9 ). 

19. Gatu Atreya (V, 32 ) R 

He, too, refers to Susna ( V, 32, 4 ) 

20. Sadaprr.ia Atreya ( V, 45 ) R 

Refers to Sarama and Angirah. Sarama lived in 
tne days of Ayasya (See Sarama) who belongs to 
Rama-period. 

21. Pratiksatra Atreya ( V, 46 ). PRP 

22. Pratiratha Atreya (V, 47 ) PRP 

23. Pratibhanu Atreya (V, 48 ) PRP 

24. Pratiorabha Atreya (V. 49 ) PRP 

25. Svastyatreyah ( V. 50-51 ) R 

According to the Puranas ( AIHT p 229) they are 
the sons of Prabhakara Atreya. This Prabhakara had 
married ten daughters of a king named Bhadraswa 
or Rudraswa, who was two steps above Matinara.

Purumilha and bow he ultimately married Ratha- 
viti’s daughter

According to Anukranvmi a- d the Puranns (AIHT 
p, 222) he is the son of Bharadvaja Barnaspatya 

3. Payu Bharadvaja (VI, 75; IX, 87 ) R 

He is the son of Bharddvaja (AIHT p. 222 ) 
Brhnddevata (V, 126 ) records how, when 
Abhyavarti Cayamana and Prastoka Sarnjaya were 
defeated by the Varasrikhas.

He was Bnaradvaja’s son ( AIHT . p. 222 ) and 
the father oi Grtsamada.

9. Vitahavya Angirasa ( VI, 15 or Bharadvaja

In the Itgveda he is the author of 102 out of 
104 hymns of this Mnjdala. He refers to Sudas 
Paijavana in VII, 18, 23, Dasarajna battle in VII. 
33, 3; 33, 5; 83, 8, Jamadagni in VII, 97, 3, Divod- 
asa in VII, 18, 25. Parasrara mentioned in VII, 18, 
21 is his grandson. 

He belongs to Rama-period. 

2. Shkti Vasistha (VII, 32, 26-27; IX, 97, 19-21; 
108, 3. 14-16.) R 

According to PuraVas and other sources he was 
the son of Vasistha. 

3. Vasisthaputrah (VII 33, 10-14 jointly with 
Vasistha ) R 

This refers to the sons of Vasistha. 

4. Kumara Agneya (VII, 101-102 ) or Vasistha. 
Doubtful. 

N. B. Three rsis and all the hymns (104) belong 
to Rama-period. One rsi is doubtful.

( CAI p. 62 ).

Here, we must understand that those who 
are given in the Anukramanis as the rsis for differ¬ 
ent sOktas are not, in all cases necessarily the 
authors of those saktas, though in most cases they 
are so. However, in some cases, I think, we can 
say that those who are named as authors are not 
the authors. 

There are some monologues and dialogues in the 
Rgveda. For instance X, 10 is a dialogue between 
Yama and Yami and the Anukramnis give Yama and 
Yami as the rsis: but it is certain that they are not 
the rsis of that Sttkta. S%aija often quotes the 
maxim. 

W R m l and thus the 

speaker of a hymn or of that rca is given, in the Anuk- 
ramanis, as the rsi of that hymn or of that rca. This 
is a practice which is followed in the Anukramani; 
but these dialogues are likely to have been composed 
by some rsi, whose name was lost even then, and 
therefore the Anukramanikara has introduced the 
name of the speaker or speakers in his place. 

Again, there are cases of another type. The 
rsi of X, 138 is called Yaksmanasana Prajapatya. 
Now when we see the contents of the hymn we find 
that it is a charm against the disease called yaksma: 
and at once we come to know that the author’s 
name was lost and a name was made out from the 
contents of the sukta. 
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X, 96 has, according to the Anukramani, Sarva— 
hari Aindra as the rsi. But when we turn to the 
sukta itself, we find the word ‘ Hari 9 repeated 50 
times in 13 rcas and we come to know that here 
also the name of the author has been made out from 
the silkta itself. 

Therefore, in all such cases, where I have 
thought the names of the original rsis were lost 
and the present names have been supplied at a later 
stage, I have put the remark 1 authorship doubtful 9 
or D.

Amongst the rsis is Indra and also members of 
his family. His wife is mentioned as Indra.ni and her 
name is given as S’aci Paulomi i. e. the daughter of 
Puloma. His son is named as Vasukra and his daugh¬ 
ter-in-law is also mentioned as Vas'ukrapatni Indras- 
nusa. Again Indra himself is distinguished as Indra, 
Lava Indra, Vaikuntha Indra, Muskavan Indra. 

All this leads me to think that here Indra is 
not a diety but a human being. I think ‘Indra’ was 
a dynastic title. For instance, Raji told the devas 
that if he won the danavas or them he should be¬ 
come their ' Indra ’. They agreed. Then he told the 
same thing to Danavas but the Danavas said ‘ asma- 
kamindrah prahl&dah ’ i. e. "our Indra is Prahlada. 
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( Br. II; 12 ff. ). This proves that Indra was a 
generic word for ‘ a king ’ If so there could have 
been many Indras and I think that the Indra and 
the members of his family who are named as rsis in 
the Anukramani belonged to Rama-period. That 
Indra, here, was not a diety but a king is indicated 
by the folllowing also. 

(11 When Marutta Aviksita offered hi3 Puro- 
hitaship to Brhaspati, he said that he could not 
accept it as he was already the Purohita of Indra, 
This connects Brhaspati Angirasa, the brother of 
Samvarta with Indra. 

(2) Indra tempted Ahalya. Here Indra cannot 
be a diety. As Ramayana clearly says that Ahalya 
succumbed to the temptation because Indra was a 
great personage (devarajakutrihalat) See Ram I, 48,15ff 

(3) Sayana, following Brhaddevata records a 
story about Grtsamada, which means that Grtsamada 
looked very much like Indra, so much so that the 
enemies Dhuni and Cumuri mistook him to be 
Indra. The whole story treats Indra as a contem¬ 
porary personage. 

(4) Sayana on X, 38 says that according to 
Satynyana BrahmaWa, Kutsa and Lus'a both called 
Indra, but Indra, because of friendship went to 
Kutsa etc. This also shows contemporaneity of Indra 
Kutsa and Lus'a. 

(5) In Ram (VII, 55, 9 ff) Vasisfha, at one 
place, says that he was already booked for the 
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sacrifice of Indra and therefore he could not accept 
the invitation of Nimi to preside at his sacrifice 1 

(7) He is described as an intimate friend of 
Bhavayaya also. [Brd III, 142 ff) 

In ail these incidents Indra is treated not as a 
deity but as a contemporary of these different 
persons, and I think that we may take him as a 
ruler ol some northern regions. In Aitareya Brah- 
mana (39, 9) Uttara Kuru country is called 1 Deva- 
ksetra’ and is looked upon with respect and awe. 
Indra seems to have been a king ot tnese regions, 
having some allies in India proper. 

If this is accepted, the hymns ascribed to Indra 
and his family will belong to Rama-period. But I 
put the above as a mere hypothesis and therefore 
do not assign these hymns to any particular period. 2

He is also 
called Visvamana Bhauvana. Ai Br ( 39, 7) says 
that Kasyapa had coronated ( Aindra Mahabhisaka ) 
Visvakarma Bhauvana. If this is Kaijva Kasvapa, 
this r&i belongs to Rama-period.

His reputation as a Bhisak 
or physician was so great that people believed 
whoever was touched by him, be he a chronic suf¬

It has escaped the notice of all the pervious 
enquirers including even S’aunaka, the author of the 
Brhaddevata that the jjgveda contains compositions 
of S'antanu. The great Bhisak composed 97th 
hymn of Mand da X, and this composition has been 
inserted just before that of Devapi." 

Again 
in X, 47, 9, the author calls himself a Brahmaqa 
( fqsr: 3 3=5^1% ) but we may take vipra to 

mean wise.

In the Purahic genealogies he is 
put 30 to 40 generations before Rama. But these 
genealogies are artificial and are based on Manvan- 
tara Caturyuga Method, which I have fully discussed 
in my Puranic chronology, (pp, 16 ff ) I here note 
some of the grounds on which Mandhata has to be 
put zi Rama-period, 

(l) According to the Purayas, Yuvanasva, the 
father of Mandhata had married Gauri tljie daughter 
of Matinara, who is just four generations* above 
Divodasa i. e. Dasraratha and Rama. 
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(2) According to Ramayaya ( VH, 25 ) at Ma¬ 
thura ruled a Danya named Madhu. This Madhu 
had married Kumbhinasi, who was Ravana’s mother's 
sister. (VII, 25, 19 ff) Madhu’s son was Lavana. 
Mandhata was killed by this Lavana ( VII, 67, 4 ff). 
Again this Lavana was killed by S'atrughna the 
brother of Rama (VII, 63 ff). Thus Mandhata was 
not much removed irom Rama.

CHAPTER THREE 

CONCLUSIONS 
Note 1 —Rama-period 

An analysis of the rsis of the Rgveda shows that 
of any particular family, there are at the most five 
generations found included in the present compila¬ 
tion. Following are noteworthy families from this 
point of view.

Now, according to Ramaya^a (VII, 3S, 15), Pra¬ 
tardana the king of Kasri (i. e. the son of Divodasa) 
had come to greet Rama Da^arathi on rhe occasion 
of his coronation and we may take it that they were 
more or less of the same age. Again Utathya was 
Mandhata’s Purohita (see Mandhata). This Mandhata 
must have been killed by Lavana when Rama was 
about ten years old and Lavapa, in his turn, must 
have been killed about 40 years later by S'atrughna, 
the brother of Rama as seems from Ramayana (Utta-

rakauda). We may lake it that Mandhati, with his 
famous career must have died at the ripe old age of 
about 70 years. Taking that Utathyn was about the 
same age as Mandhata, we get about 70 years from 
Utathya to Rama's birth. Now according to the 
generations set out above, Pratardana’s (whom we 
have taken to be of the same age us Rama) son is 
one of the latest rsis. It we allow 50 years for this, 
then we may take tor these five generations about 
125-150 years. 

These 150 years, I designate fur the purpose of 
this book, as RSma-period. Rsis failing within these 
five generations I have called to belong to Rama- 
period, and those who are known to be earlier than 
Mud gala I have called to belong to Pre-Rama-period 
and all the others to belong to Post-Rama-period. 

Here I shall clarify one point. If, as has been 
seen, about 75% of the hymns of Rv were composed 
m Rama-period, and if several of the Rsis—parti¬ 
cularly Vasistha, Viswamitra and Vamadeva—were 
intimately connected with Dasraratua and Rama, it is 
rather surprising that there is no reference, in the 
whole of the Rv to Datiaratha, Rama or Rama- 
Ravana battle. 1 I shall attempt an explanation of 
this situation. 

It should be remembered that Datiaratha was not 
a very significant king in his days. Again Rv is not

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history. It is a book of prayers. Praises of patrc 
are found mostly in the hymns of Indra and Asvi 
And the rsis praised those incidents with which th 
were personally connected. Divodasa’s battle w 
S'ambara was faught with the full support of B" 
radvaja. Both Vasistha and Visvamitra were per 
nally connected with the D§srarSjna battle. It 
therefore that these incidents are referred to in ' 
Rgvedic hymns. 

But the battle of Lanka was fought by Ra: 
when he was alone. None of the rsis was with h: 
His allies were Vanaras and Rksas, not the ordin£ 
Vedic kings. And as no rsi was personally conne 
ed with this battle, no hymns were sung in pra 
of it. Of course, a life-history of Rama was cc 
posed by Valmiki but that was not Veda, that v 
itihasa. 

N. B. I have talked above about the Rama-peri 
but have given no date for the same. In this c< 
nection it should be remembered that this is not • 
question of the date of Ramayana, but of Rai 
Rama definitely lived some centuries before Yud 
sthira. Date of Rama, thus, will depend upon • 
date of Yudhisthira. Scholars assign Yudhisthira 
9th to 15th century B. C. and tradition to 3101 B. 

In my Pur ante Chronology p. 68 ff, I have sho 
that according to Turanic calculations, the date 
Yudhisthira’s accession was 3201 B. C. and the d 
of Rama, according to one calculation, was c. 31 
B. C. (p. 321). Purauas put about 30 generatic 
between Rama and Yudhisthira. 
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Note 2 — Joint Authors 

In the Rgveda, There are several verses and 
hymns for which joint authors are given in the 
Anukramanis. I suggest that joint authors were 
always contemporaries, more or less. 

There are in all 49 hymns, where joint authors 
are given in the Anukramanis. Out of these, it is 
clear in Chapter Two that the authors of the 
following fifteen hymns were contemporaries:— III, 
23; III, 36; V, 2; V, 27; VII, 33; VIII, 1 ; VIII, 2 ; IX, 
101 1 ; IX, 104; 106 2 ; IX, 110; X. 28: X, 167; X, 179. 
In the case of the following 15 hymns, those who 
are given as the authors do not seem to be the 
actual authors of those hymns, but seem to be 
so named from the contents of the hymns:- I, 165: 
I, 170; IV, 18; VIII, 67; VIII, 100 ; IX, 86 ; X, 14; 
X, 28; X, 51; X, 53; X, 86 ; X, 95; X, 108; X, 124. 
Out of the remaining cases, the authors of I, 100 
are called the sons of Vrsagira and are therefore 
contemporaries, Rjis'va, there is called Varsagira and 
if it is true he is different from Rjisva the grandson 
of Bharadvaja, who is given as the joint author of 
IX, 98 with Ambarisa Varsagira. In I, 126 Kaksivan, 
Bhavayavya and Romas'a, who are given as joint 
authors, were contemporaries as is clear from 
Brhaddevata. Rsis of IV, 43; V, 1; V, 24 and X, 57-59; 
VIII, 14; VIII, 71; VIII, 84 IX, 99; X, 136; X, 142 
are apparently brothers and should, therefore, be

Thus under IX, 67 SSyapa Says that the Sptai 
are 1. Bharadvaja, 2. Kasyapa, Marica, 3. Gota 
Rahugapa, 4. Atri Bhauma, 5. Visvamitra and 
Vasistha Maitravaruni. Now according to the thee 
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which I am advocating here, all these must be con¬ 
temporaries. We know that five out of these seven 
are contemporaries. About Gotama Rahugapa we do 
not know anything and he might have been their 
contemporary. But Kas'yapa Marica cannot be a 
contemporary of these five or six, who belong to 
Rama-period. This Kasyapa is the father of Vivasvat 
and grandfather of Manu Vaivasvata and is, thus, 
very early. 

But I want to point out that though Sayapa 
names Kasyapa Marica as one of the Saptarsis, 
Katyavana does not. Sarvanukramaxfl on IX, 61 says 

And on both IX, 107 and X, 137 Katyayana 
calls the authors as sapta rsayah. 

Thus it will be seen that ^Katyayana does not 
name Kasyapa as Kasyapa Marica and Gotama as 
Gotama Rahugana. We know that apart from 
Marica Kas'yapa, there was another Kasyapa, who 
was the father of Avatsara, Narada and Arundh- 
ati the wife of Vasistha and, therefore, evidently it 
is he who is meant as one of the Saptarsis. About 
Gotama, we do not know anything and this Gotama 
may be the son of Rahugapa who may belong to 
Rama-period. Dirghatama also was called Gotama 
of Gautama. 

All this, I think, makes it amply clear that the 
joint authors are always contemporaries. 
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Note 3 Rsis ( Analysis ) 

I 

After, thus, making a study of the chronologi¬ 
cal position of the individual rsis, we may, now, 
make an analysis of the results obtained. I have 
given, on the opposite page, a consolidated table 
for hymns and rsis. 

It shows that out of a total of 1028 hymns 48 
were composed during Pre-Rama period, 774 during 
Rama-period, 101 during Post-Rama period, 23 
during Mahabharata period, 58 are doubtful and 24 
are unassigned. Again, out of a total of 391 rsis, 
22 belong to Pre-Rama period, 198 to Rama-period, 
78 to Post-Rama period, 8 to Mahabharata period, 
58 are doubtful names and 27 are unassigned.

Under Kasyapas Naidhruvi 
may be Nidhruvi and Raibhya Rebha. under Atris 
Arvasana may be read as Arcanana as is suggested 
by Vy. Pttrvatithi is found in Rv, but as a Kanva. 
Under Agastyas Drdhayu is Drhlacyuta and Vidhma- 
vaha is Idhmavaha, Under Vaisryas, Vatsa is Vatsapn. 
Thus it is found that out of 92 rsis given here, 71 
are represented m the present Rv. About the remai¬ 
ning 21, we cannot say anything definite as there is 
likelihood of their names having been corrupted m 
the present texts of the Purartas. 

Out of these 92 names 11 seem to belong to 
Pre-Rama period, Arstisreria, Asita and Devala to 
Mbh period and others to Rama-period. 

The present Rksamhita his about 400 rsis and 
this Puranic list gives only 92 names. This, I think, 
is due to the Puranic list giving the names of the 
rsis and not of the rsikas and rsiputras. PurarjLas 
distinguish between rsis, rsika ( son of a rsi) and 
rsiputra (son of a rsika). BrahmaVda closes this 
list with the following remark:— rsiputrannibodhato. 
(II, 32, 122 ). 

Ill 

This study of the Rgvedic rsis and their families 
brings t>ut a significant fact that the Angirasa family 
is tile most prominent family amongst the compo¬ 
sers of the present Rv. We learn that Utathya and 
Brhaspati were brothers. Again Brhaspati and Sam- 
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varta were brothers, and all these three were Angi- 
rasas. Again we know' that Ghora was an Angirasa 
I would, therefore, say that Brhaspati, Utathya, 
Samvarta and Ghora—these four were brothers and 
were Angirasas. 

Now Brhaspati’s son was Biiaradvaja who is the 
rsi of the Sixth Mapd a l a . Grtsamada, the rsi of the 
Second Mapdala was Bharadvaja’s grandson Vama- 
deva of the Fourth Mandala is clearly declared to 
be an Angirasa. Kapva Ghaura was an Angirasa and 
thus Kapvas of the Eigth Mand a l a will be originally 
Angirasas. I have already said that it was this 
Kanva who had adopted K^syapa gotra'and it was 
his daughter Arundhati who was married to Vasistna 
Maitravaruna. Thus Kasryapas and Vasisthas had 
intimate family relations with Angirasas. Thus the 
rsis of II, IV, VI, VII and VIII Mandalas were An¬ 
girasas, in one way or the other Moreover Mamata, 
the mother of Bharadvaja was a Bhargavi. 1 Thus 
Bhargavas are related to the Angirasas. Again these 
Bhargavas were related to Viswamitra In fact Vte- 
vamitra’s sister Satyavati was married to Rcika 
Bhargava, the father of Jamadagni. 2 If Mamata, who 
is called Bhargavi was descended from this Satyavati 
m any way, even Visfvamitra will be closely related 
to the Angirasas and so the Third Mapdala will be 
added to the above list. We do not know if Atris 
of the Fifth Mapd a l a were, in any manner, related

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to the Ahgirasas or not. I sht-li not be surprised 
to find that Atn or his wife Anasuya was related 
to the Ahgirasas If so, the present Rksamiinta will 
be an Angirasa compilation. Even Agaslvas might 
have been related to the Ahgirasas. 

These considerations have struck me as signifi¬ 
cant and I have noted them here for whatever they 
are worth. 

IV 

Pragxter has tried to make out a case 1 that all 
the prominent Vedic rsis were connected with the 
Manavas i. e. Aiksavakus and not with any early 
Ailas. But, now that we know that practically all 
the rsis belong to the age of Rama or are later than 
Rama, question of their being connected with the 
early Ailas does not arise Thus his very starting 
premise is demolished. 

About the chief rsis ot the present Samhita we 
know this. Utathya was the Purohita of Mandhata, 
an Aiksvaku. Bharadvaja was the Purohita of Divo- 
dasa, who seems to belong to the Lunar line. Later t 
Bharadvaja was adopted as his son by Bharata, who 
was an Aila king. Vamadeva was definitely a priest 
of Aiksavaku Dasraratha at Ayodhya. Vasistha, too, 
was Dasaratha’s priest but he was also connected 
with Sudas of the Aila branch. Visvamitra was con- 
ected with Haris'candra, Dasaratha (Aiksavakus) as 
also with Sudas of Aila branch. Gotama seems to be 
connected with Mithila. Others are not known to 
have been connected with any big kings.

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Tins would, therefore, mean that at the time 
when the great bulk of the present RV was compo¬ 
sed 1 * e. at Rima-period, rsis had relations with the 
kings of both the branches. 

Note 4—Geography of Riveda 

in the light of our findings in Chapter two, let us* 
now, consider the extent of Vedic settlements during 
what we have called Rama-period, when a large bulk 
of the present RV was composed. 

Vis'vamitra of the Third Mandala had originally 
his capital at Kanauj. His Ashrama, according to 
Ramaya'ja was between the Ganges and the Yamuna 
to the south of the place where the Sitiyti met the 
Ganges. ( I, 24-29 ). He was connected with Kosala 
and Ayodhya. Vamadeva of the Fourth Mandate was 
the Purohita of Dasaratha and lived at Ayodhya. 
Atri Bhauma of the Fifth Mandala had his Ashrama 
as is clear from Rama^^na 1 at a day’s journey from 
Citraktita and # just on the Northern outskirt of 
Daudak&ratjya. Bharadvaja of the Sixth Mandala had 
his Ashrama at Prayaga, where both Rama and 
Bharata halted, as is abundautly clear from Rama- 
yd$a 2 > Vasisfcha of the Seventh Mapdala lived at 
Ayodhya. Kaijva as is seen from Mbh 3 and S'akun- 
tala 4 had his Ashrama in the Himalayan regions. So

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did Brhaspati. the priest of the Indra iive in those 
Northern regions. Dirghatama lived with Saradvanta 
who bad his Ashrama on the outskrits of Mithila. 
(Ram I, 48, 15). From there he was thrown into 
the river ami he flowed to Anga regions where 
ruled Vah. Vali’s sons Anga, Vanga, Kalinga, Pundra 
and Suhma are said to have given names to those 
countries. 1 Finally, Agastya, one of the rsis of RV, 
lived, according to Ramayana, just half a Yojana 
away from Pancavati and Janasthana. 2 

Thus, none of the prominent rsis of the Rgveda 
had his permanent abode to the west of, say Delhi. 

Divodasa, Abhyavarti Cayamana, Sudas, Sahadeva, 
Prastoka, Mudgala, SrSjaya, Somaka—all these kings 
mentioned in Rv ruled in North PgScalas or Kali 
regions. 3 ' Indrasena, the wife of Mudgala was Nala’s 
daughter 4 and Nala ruled over Nisadha, a country 
situatedat the foot of the Vinehyas. Nala’s friend Rtu- 
parna ruled over South Kosal'as (at 11 hour’s journey by 
horse-drawn chariot from Nisadha) situated to the 
south of the Vindhyas. 5 Mand'hita had been killed 
by L&vana in Mathura regions 6 and Mathura was 
occupied by Sntrughna after killing this Lavaca. 7 
The famous battle of Divodasa with S'arfiriara took

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place in the Dan# lkaraaya. Das'arajna battle and 
the battle of Hariyttpiya 1 took place on the banks 
of the Ravi. The island of Qmkaresrvara on the 
Narmada is called Mandhata and that may have 
something to do with the great Mandhata. Mahismati 
was established by Mahisman Haihaya before Karia- 
virya and Parasurama but was re-established by 
Mucukunda who is removed from Mandhata only 
by two degrees . 2 3 Mandhaia’s brother Haryasfva, as I 
have shown elsewhere,? ruled over Surastra and 
Anarta. Naraka, who was a contemporary of Rama 
Das'arathi had conquered and colonised Assam . 4 S'ibi 
Ausinara* a rsi of KV ruled in the Punjab and pro¬ 
bably in Gandhara regions . 5 And Rama, the hero 
of Ramaya^a had reached Lanka . 6 

That the main scene of the present gksamlii+a is 
not the Punjab but the valleys of the Ganges and 
the Yamuna should be clear from the above. Vasistha 
VVvapHtra, Vftmadevs, Bharata, and Dirghatami 
lived in the$£ regions. Bharata, who was coronated

his son, had performed 55 sacrifices at a place 
called Vrtraghna on the Ganges and 78 sacrifices on 
the banks of the Yamuna 7 So also Sahadeva Sarnjaya. 
the brother of Prastoka and uncle of Sudas had 
performed sacrifices on the banks of the Yamu¬ 
na at a tirtha named Agnisfiras (Mbh III, 88, 5). The 
great Mandhata also had performed sacrifices on the 
Yamuna, where many rsis lived ( Mbh III, 126, 26 ). 
ffyavaswa Aterya mentions Yamuna in RV V. 52, 17. 
Yamuna is also mentioned by Sindhukist ( X, 15, 5) 
and by Vasisjha (VIII, 18, 19). The Ganges is 
mentioned, m the RV. by Vis<vamitra ( III, 58, 6 ), 
by Shthyu (VI, 45, 31) and by Sindhuksit <X, 75, 5). 

Thus the extent of Vedic settlements in the 
Rama-period was from the Himalayas ( Tibet ?) in 
the North to Vmdhyas and Narmada in the South 
and from Gandhara and Surastri in the West to 
Assam in the East, the centre being the Gangetic 
valley near Kasi, Kosala, Prayaga and Videha.

For III, 8 Ghora Angirasa, IX, 11 Kaijva Ghaura 
ana other Kapvas please note the following. 

Pragatha Kaijva is described as the son of 
Ghora Arigirasa and brother of Kaijva Ghaura. 
Pragatha says (VIII, t5, 12) that he received gifts 
from the son or grandson of Durgaha i, e. from 
Purukutsa or Trasadasyu, who are definitely at 
Rama-period. Devatithi Kanva, the son of Kaijva 
Ghaura refers to Kaksivan (VIII, 4, 17). Medhatithi, 
the son of Kanva also refers to Kakjivan Ausija 
IVIII, 18, 1). 

Thus all these Kanvas and Kaijva himself as 
.veil as Ghora belonged to Rama-period. In Chan- 
dogya Upanisad, Ghora Angirasa is said to have 
been a teacher of Krsija Devakiputra (III, 17, 6 ). 
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In the light of the above evidence it becomes u 
question if this Krspa is the same ss the Krsm of 
the Mahabharata or not. One Krsna Angirasa is the 
author of Rv, VIII, 85-87. 

Under IX, 47 Yayati Nahusa add the following : 

It should be noted that this Yayati is not that 
Yayati who was the great grandson of Pururaya. 
The naine of the father of this Yayati was also 
Nahusa, hut this Nahusi is c: lied Manaya i, e. the 
son of Manu, in the Anukramam and this Manu, in 
his turn ci.lle 1 the son of Samvarana. Therefore, 
this Yayati was different from Yayati the great 
grandson of Pururava. He, thus can be a contem¬ 
porary of Andhigu. It is this Yayati, who gave his 
daughter Madhavi ( hbh V, 116tf) to Galava, who 
married her in turn, to Haryasva, Divodasi, Usinara 
and Visvamitra. Therefore this Yayati and other 
rsis of this hymn belong to Rama-period. This 
preserves the genealogy:—Yayati—Nahusa—Manu— 
Samvaraija— i. e. four generations.
